FRENCH SENTRIES 


Ruhr Valley Scene of Sporadic Dis- 


orders—Cavalry Disperses 


Demonstration. 


[By The Associated Prus.] 


Dusseldorf, Jan. 27.—Sporadic disorders of a minor nature 


occurred this evening in the Ruhr valley. French sentries in 
Duisburg and Ratingen were fired upon. 


French cavalry broke up an attempted demonstration by a 


few hundred men- in Dusseldorf. 
None of the incidents re- 


sulted in casualties. 


The French authorities, taking cognizance of the signs of 


effervescence, informed Dr. Gruetzner, president of Rhenish 
Prussia, that he would be held responsible for such manifes- 
tions. Dr. Gruetzner replied that he had issued orders for the 
Germans to refrain from using insulting language to the French 
troops, but that he was in favor of manifestations, as such, pro- 
vided they wer» 
limited to street 


parades and the singing of patriotic 
hjmns. 


SITUATION 
STRAINED. 


As a result the situa-.ion is again 


•trained between Gruetzner and th« 
French occupational authorities. 


Friday's total outturn of coal in

State Department Hears Both France 


and Germany Would Welcome 


Action by This Country.

Washington, Jan. 27.—Intervention by the United States 


or a thirty year war in Europe! 


New word has come to the state department that despite 


some public utterances to the contrary, both France and Ger- 
many would welcome a move of inervention by this country. 


If the United States stands aside, however, and maintains 


her present policy of complete silence, it is foretold in confi- 
dential dispatches that prolonged war—virtually a war of an- 
nihilation—is in prospect. 


England is standing by watching the first of conflict grow 


steadily brighter on the continent. 
England can make no 


move without the United States. She has let it be known in 
Washington, however, that the moment this country is ready 
to act, Great Britain will be by her side and what remains of 
the moral influence of the world will then be in a position to 
bring its pressure to bear upon the belligerent nations. 


NOT ONLY ISSUE. 


The French occupation of the Ruhr is not the only ques-

Once it becomes impossible to con- 


cear from the small French merchant 
oeasant and renter that they must 
pay ten per cent additional taxafon 
their belief that they have been de- 
ceived by the government and that 
France really lost tha war will drive 
them wild with rage. 


BIG ADVANTAGE. 


The French Iron masters, under- 


standing the situation, have utilized 
It to carry out their policies of se- 
curing quicker supplies of Ruhr coal 
to smelt the Lorraine Iron ore with 
which they seek the commercial mas- 
tery of Europe and they triumphed 
over tha Paris financial leaders who 
counselled temperlzlng with Germany 


The Iron masters wei e able to show- 


that the German government allowed 


the Ruhr coal owners 
to 
postpone 


payment of taxes amounting to thirty 
billion marks In the face of a de- 
preciating currency thus reducing the 
rum available for reparations. 
The 


Iron masters thus had a powerful ar- 
gument thru pressure on the Ruhr, 
' source of Germany's wealth," prob- 
ably would induce her to make heavy 
payments. 


PLANS FAIL. 


The hope that the socialist miners 


would turn against the profiteering 
coal birons did not materialize, while 
the opposition of the entire West- 
phalian and Ruhr population proved 
far more obstinate than any French 
man had anticipated.

iron-mnsterg wanted to pose as kind 
emplojers and enter into peace nego-

pledges In their possession. They have 
completely failed. 


When it u as apparent the original 


plans would not work out a group 
headed by the French minister of war, 
Mag-mot, made the Ruhr question a 
matter of French national prestige, 
demanded that force be employed to 
brtak doun all resistance, march to 
Berlin if necessary and then point 
out thit, by falling to meet her obli- 
gations Germany haxl destroyed the 
treitv of Versailles 


This would mean reversion to the 


war status and France could force a 
separate pc.ice with Germany. 


The German government realized 


too late Its tactical error in claiming 
tha French 
action 
demolished 
the 


peace pact and in refusing to enter 
negotiations vvlth France and Bel- 
gium until they withdrew their forces, 
and the impossibility of arousing. In 
the man in tho street those feelings of 
revenge and hatred which would re- 
sult In the boycott of all foreigners 
At last sees Its erior and now is all 
too loudly crying for International 
intervention and expressing willing- 
ness to enter into negotiations of the 
entire reparations question. 


WILL BE ACCEPTED. 


If Intervention speedily Is offered 


by some great po\\ er it will be ac- 
cepted by both sides 
France neither 


wishes Increased taxation nor to be 
compelled to call up further classes 
to tho colors 
The French govern- 


ment would be unable to justify the 
cost of a fruitless Ruhr adventure in 
parliament and would breathe freely 
if the deficit this >eir were covered 
Uy four billion francs. The simplest 
Trench peasant could easily be con- 
vinced of Germany's good will if the 
captains of industry on both sides 
would only arrange everything among 
themselves 
The average Frenchmen 


would be glad to hear no more of 
arrests, shootings and other highly 
questionable measures In the Ruhr.

This Year. 


Will route 2 be paved from Van- 


dalia to Decatur this year? 


There is no body, that can answer 


that question with certainty. It de- 
pends on so many things. The gov- 
ernor and the department of public 
works have stated that this la one 
of the roads that they are going to 
do their best to complete this year. 


The distance from vandaila to De- 


catur is'approximately seventy miles. 
Leas than, half of the road between 
these two points has been definitely 
located and the right ot way for less 
than half of that has been obtained. 
Contracts can 
not be 
let till the 


route Is located and the right of way 
obtained. A bitter squabble over the 
location of the road may postpone its 
construction indefinitely. But 
there 


does not seem 
to be any 
serious 


prospect of that since people Inter- 
ested in the route have got the no- 
tion that location fights are highly 
unprofitable. 


PANA TO ASSUMPTION. 


i 
The route from Pana to Assump- 


tion has been located and all of the 
right of w>y secured. The. location 
from Assumption to Moweaqua has 
been practically settled although it 
has not been published yet. From the 
Shelby county line to the north edge 
of South Macou township the loca- 
tion has been fixed and the Macon 
county committee expects to have th 
right of way clear and the section 
ready for lotting on March 10. The

UNSETTLED. 


The location of section 68 from the 


so,uth line of South Wheatland to De- 
catur has not yet been definitely de- 
termined according to the last word 
from the division of highways. Loea 
road men have n» doubt that it wll 
follow the line of the Illinois Cen- 
tral Instead of the old County hi I 
road and possibly this may he set- 


tled in time to get the section In the 
March letting. 


From this It may b« 
«een that 


whlle'Route 2 south Is coming along 
steadily satisfactorily there are still 
a good many "Us" in the way of 
completing the road this year. 


MEET PROBLEMS. 


The engineers have been working 


for several 
months on the stretch 


from Vandaila to Pana. There seems 
to be no question as to the location 
from Vandaila to Vera, -but from 
Vera to Ramsey some real engineer- 
Ing problems are encountered. There 
will be dome heavy 
grading which 


will be done this year but it is not 
unlikely that the slab can not be put 
on this till It has had a year to set- 
tle. 


After the location has been fixed, 


right of way secured and the con- 
tracts let it l» still possible for a 
good many things to Interfere" with 
the completion of the road this year. 
This- coming season the division of 
highways 
proposes 
to build 1,000 


miles of road and the capacity of the 
railroads will be tested to the limit 
in supplying materials. But If every 
thing works smoothly, if no body 
stubs his toe It may be possible for 
us to drive to Vandalia over a per- 
fectly good hard road for our next 
Thanksgiving dinner. And of course 
after we get to Vandalia there will 
be nothing to prevent us from driv- 
ing on to Cairo if we feel like it.

Of 
course the amount of road built by 
these state outfits is merely a drop 
In the bucket compared with the 
mileage constructed by contractors, 


Nevertheless the woric 
done 
by 


these state outfits Is of very great 
value to the state highway depart- 
ment. 
The department thus learns 


exactly what it costs to build roads 
and gets a greai deal first hand In- 
formation which it would not be pos- 
sible to get In any other way. The 
state outfits are really experimental 
laboratories. 


BUILD CHEAPER. 


The stale 
outfits 
build 
roads 


cheaper than they can be built by the 
state contract system. 
This is na- 


tural since the state does not have 
to figure a profit or to allow for 


possible contlngenciea. The state has 
Its own boarding camps and la able 
to determine all factors In the cost 
of road construction.' 


The four camps are at Dwight, 


Livingstone 
county; 
Bcskydelle, 


Jackson county; Winchester, Scott 
county; Plttsfleld.'PIke county. They 
are all under the'direct supervision, 
of C. S. McArdle, general superinten- 
dent of. day Jabor construction. 


STARTED EARLY. 


The Dwight outfit made an early 


start In the spring-of 1922 and by 
the last of June had laie 6.0 miles 
of pavement west or that town. By 
the end of the year 6.5 miles north 
of Dwight was completed and the 
equipment was assembled for ship- 
ment to the next job which will be 
at New Lchlgh, on Routo 17, near 
Kankakee. 


The Boskydelle-' outfit located at 


Coiden in Union county during tha 
early part of last year built six mile* 
of road north toward 
Carbondale. 


Later it moved to Boskydelle and 
built about one mile 
of pavement 


north of tha' that had previously 
been done. Durlne 1923 th^ state ex- 
pects to complete the fifteen mils 
stretch between Cobaen and Carbon- 
dale.

"The beasts had been raiding our 


camps for several nights and the 
negro boys were frightened out of 
thc.r vi .ts, for they believe the leop- 
ard to be tho incarnate spirit of 
evil," said Dr. Frymire In telling of 
tne incident. "The night before the 
leopards had taken a. poat from the 
very porch cf the hospital. That 
night I tethered a goat to a stake 
not far from tho house, concealed 
-nvse.r and vvi ted. The beast came 
fbout 9 oclork.

REMOVED MANY. 


Dr. Frjmno estimates that in tho 


time that ho served 1n Lotmnbe he 
removed almost 3300 pounds of the 
tumors. The largest 
weighed 
125 


pounds and was almn3t as laise as 
the woman who was suffering from 
it. Tho largest of the growths on 
lecoid in that territory was removed 
by another doctor at a Christian hos- 
pitnl next adiacent to the Loturhbo 
post and vve'ghetl 115 pounds There 
giowths become so large at times 
that the afflicted pirt drags upon 
thr Erionnd.

HAP VAST TERRITORY. 


D-. Frymiro v as the only doctor 


In a territory approximately the sl7« 
of tho state of Illinois. In that vast 
reg'on were £5n,0»C «avage African 
native1' of the most savage «nd prlm- 
it've type. It was the ta-,k of the 
nlsslon there to care for as manY 
of the Jungle children as they could, 
teach them, heal them nnd advise 
them. In that territory were numbers 
cf tribes of native* who were con- 
tinually at war with f-ach other. 


JUDGE AND JURY. 


Often Dr. Frymire wni thn judge- 


lind Jury In tho nettling of tribal 
disputes both large and small. He 


w,i- guide, philosopher and friend 
to that vast population nnd daring 
his nine years of residence there he 
hai collected a knowledge of tho 
people and a host of experiences that 
rival fiction In fieir Interest. 


"The medical work of the station 


took almon nil of my time." gays 
T>r. Frymlre. "Dhease<t of all sorts 
run riot In that tropical country and 
the ignorance and superstition of the 
natives make It difficult to check. 
They had confidence In our ability 
however and we treated thousands of 


, c»*es. I believe that an averaro of 


100 cases a da? pa'ie-d through our 
hospitals and most of thr**^ were 


casi'i " 


THOUSANDS TREATED. 


sickness, 
leprosy, 
blood 


diseases Bimilar to eyrhllla elephan- 
tiasis nnd tho moro ordinary tropical 
diseases were the most 
prevalent. 


'Thousands of cases of each had to 
be treated. 


Sleeping sickness, according to Dr. 


Frymire Is tho most common disease, 
To combat it tho Belgian government 
has attempted to isolate caso» where 
found but owing to tho nomadlo hab- 
its of thp tribes and the enormous 
territory are not very successful. 


Tho disease Js transmitted from one 


to another by the bite of tho tie-tno 
fly 
a jungle post the B!ZO of tho 


oidinary house fly. These flyn never 
If.'ne tho rivers and so the inland 
natives are safe, but once or twice 
each year these triblcs from tho In- 
terior journey to the rivers for the 
fl«hlng. and live In their canoes or In 
hut* on the «wampy ground. Hero 
'hoy AT? Invariably Inoculated -with 
the disease by fly Mtps, 


Dr. Fryjnire and Ms native assist- 


ants combated fio dlscaito by educat- 
ing tho natives In tho theory of tho 
disease as best they could, tirRcd 
them to wear clothing, which Is not 
considered a necessity by tho sav- 
ages, and by Isolating the worst of 
the cases In tne Interior.

HAVE WITCH DOCTORS 


The ordinary native treit-neut for 


almost any ailment is to have the 
witch doctor pass judgement on the 
case and then tell the p itlent that 
he must make a sacraflce to appease 
tho evil spirit that has laid hold of 
him. A chicken or goat is then killed 
with mystic rites, blood Is sprinkled 
about, tlje patient rubs the afflicted 
part w i t h the sacrificed animal and 
tho cure Is called complete 
NATIVES BELIEVE 


IN 'EVIL SPIRITS 


"The natives have no Deity which 


they worship exclusively, but they 
have a firm belief in an evil spnit 
which is believed to be the 
dread 


cause of all bad things that 
may 


befall a native. Tho evil spirit rules 
their lives. If a man has an enemy 
and that enemy dies and later the 
man ha** a bit of bad luck, he be- 
lieve1! firmly that the spirit of his 
enemy was the cause of h's mis- 
fortune. 


The leopard, most feared qf 
all 


beasts in the jungle Is believed to be 
the incarnation o£ evil. The buffalo, 
also much feared Is another repre- 
sentative of the evil one. 


"I havo watched them at 
their 


dances and celebration 
often 
and 


when the hilarity was at its heig-ht 
with 
drums 
throbbing:, 
women 


chanting and men dancing frenzled- 
ly, I have seen men with a haunting 
fear in their eye« leap into the cir- 
cle, snatch a brand from the fire and 
hurl it into the surrounding dark- 
ness at fiomo evil spirit that 
he 


fancied was lurking there," said the 
Doctor. 


FILLED WITH FEAR. 


"Travelers In Africa tell talcs of 


the happy dispositions of the 
na- 


tives. They pasa through the country 
and see them at their camps sing- 
ing and dancing with 
apparently 


never a fear, I 
who 
havo 
lived 


among them and with them know 


that the life of a native is constant- 
ly filled with dread fear ol an evil 
spirit. They sing, but in the 
same 


spirit as we do when walking home 
on a dark night. When they 
sing- 


they are not so afraid. When they 
do not sing, fet.r is preying upon 
them. 


"They sing at their work. When I 


cannot hear my students in the car- 
penter shop singing 
I know 
tha 


t*iey, arc not working. They canno 
paddle a canoe unless someone 
is 


singiny. If you do not have a goot 
singer as a coxwain you make littl 
progress Fear of the evil 
spirits 


rule their lives and I know tha: 
their lot is a miserable one" 


Although the natives are willing 


and eager to learn and though th 
white man may save 
their 
live 


through medical or other assistance 
they show 
no signs 
of 
gratitudi 


whatever. A man may be carried fo: 
days through the Jungles and havi 
his life saved by a doctor and yct-he 
will go away without 
a word 
o, 


gratitude. Nevertheless once tho na 
tive's confidence Is gained he Is t 
true friend. 
NATIVE STANDS BY 


TO KILL BUFFALO 


'I have had the native's friendship 


demonstrated to me many 
times,' 


Dr. Prymlor relates in speaking- o: 
the native sense o" gratitude. "As 
an Illustration. While hunting 
one 


day w i t h a man whose life I 
hac 


saved by an 
operation, wo 
wen 


chiiged by a buffalo, 
the ficrces 


beast of the jungle 
next 
to 
tin 


leopard. My first shot was too hastj 
and missed. 


"In a flash tile charging 
beat 


was but a few feet from us. Thj 
nat.ves fear this 
animal as 
they 


do death but, after my second sho; 
had dropped the buffalo at my fee: 
I turned to sf- my native compan- 
ion beside me, ,i-,hen pale, but with 
a huge knife In his hand ready to 
help. He had stood his ground 
in 


the hope of saving me, although '. 
know that fear of the worst sor 
gripped him. 


"Afc another 
time 
when I 
was 


bathing in a stream 
above 
some 


rapids a native came for me 
( 


saved my life. They have saved'me 
from crocodiles, and from beasts on 
hunting trips, mastering their fear 
to help me." 


IX ELEPHANT COUNTRY. 


The equatorial 
district 
of 
the 


Congo Is la the heart of the Ele- 
phant country and Dr. Prymier tells 
interestingly of the methods used by 
the natives in killing 
these 
and 


other beasts 
with 
their 
primitive 


weapons. 


In trapping elephants 
there 
are 


two methods used. One is by digging 
a deadfall or pit in 
some 
beaten 


elephant trail and setting sharpened 
poisoned spears, points up, 
in the 


bottom. This pit 
is covered and the 


great beast crashes through in pass- 
Ing ana Is Impaled on the poisoned 
spear points. 


By far the most common method 


Is that of fastening a huge 
spear 


blade some two feet long on the end 
of a green sapling twelve to fifteen 
feet long and eight Inches In dia- 
meter. This heavy spear is suspended 
above the path by a. 
rops 
slung 


across a high limb. The end of the 
rope is attached to a trigger in the 
pathway and when 
the 
elephant 


trips the trigger the spear 
falls, 


striking the beast tin 
the 
spinal 


colamn and often breaking its back. 
The natives then 
rush 
in 
with 


poisoned spears and arrows and kill 
the victim. 


SPEAR TRAPS. 
\ 


Spear traps smaller than these arc 


used for other game and often hu- 
mans are trapped. Dr. Frymire tells 


>f a case brought to him for treat- 
ment of a woman who had been 
speared several years before in a pig 
trap. The spear head had entered her 
back, the shaft breaking off, and the 
head had passed through her hips, 
shattering the pelvio bones. The head 
of the spear was located on the In- 
side of her right knee, having been 
driven that far by the terrific force 
of the blow: 
' 
* 


POISOW ARROWS. ' 


Deadly polsong distilled from vege- 


table matter are used Dy the natives 
on the points of their spears and ar 
rows. Almost all game is killed In 
this way. The doctor asked a hunte 
one day why it was that the polsonei 
game, when e^en, did not kill thi 
native as well. The answer was sur 
prisingly logical. 


"If I k^ll an animal as large a 


am with poisoned arrows and I ea 
all of the animal, I, too, may be pot 
soned. If r only eat a small part o 
the animal there will not be enoug! 
to poison me, so I do not eat all o: 
the game I kill," was the explanatlo: 
by the hunter. 


"WORSHIP WHITES. 


The white man in the Congo, 1 


trusted by tlio natives, is almos 
idealized by the1 savage. Just deal, 
ings brins their confidence and so thi 
white man In a responsible position 
holds an unique relationship to his 
native community. 'Terrible disputes 
arise over the most trivial things 
and the theft of a banana by a mem- 
ber of one tribe from a member of 
another tribo may bring on a smal 
war. The natives would rather fight 
than anything else. 


"When I first went out them the 


tribes used to battle until both sides 
were worn out. Then tho leaders 
would declare a truce, the warriors 
would lie down and rest and then go 
at it again." 


SERVED AS JUDGE. 


In cases of differences the Doctor 


was often 
called upon to act as 


judge. No matter how trivial the 
matter might be it often took hours 
of testimony and deliberation before 
a verdict could be reached. The na 
tives were always willing to abide by 
Ms decisions, however, and though 
there might -be a bit of grumblln: 
from the losers, it did not last long 
for the natives do not hold grudges 


"The Congo is only being nicked by 


civilization," said Dr. Frymler in 
summing up the situation. 
"When 


%me man must care for a space as 
large as this state there cannot be 
much done. However, a number o 
churches and-»ther organizations are 
doing good missionary work there 
and are helping in the work. The 
lifD out there grips one. 


REAL LURE. 


"The lure of the tropics Is real to 


me and I think I know now why the 
white man is drawn to the equator 
It is because the white man is un- 
afraid. In the midst of the terrible 
fears that surround the black nrnn 
always the white walks fearlessly 
alone. lie Is almost a god to the 
Ignorant savage. They trust him 
They are protected by him. In thia 
environment the white' man grows to 
have a paternal attitude toward thi 
native. They lean 
upon him in all 


things and the responsibility he as- 
sumes makes it hard for him to break 
away. 


"In the nine years that I was In 


th» bush it gripped me. My wif< 
and son thrived in the tropical land 
but my little daughter did not, so we 
returned to this country and have 
settled in Decatur because my wife's 
people are In Bement. If it had no 
been for this I suppose we would 
still be in the little village of Lo 
tumbo among the natives."

offered in the Decatur High School 
this year is the journalism course 
under Miss Olive M. Bear, head of 
the English department. The course 
is a new one, and the fact that the 
students were able to attempt pub- 
lishing an issue of The Review seems 
to prove that it is a successful one. 


Early in the semester the possibil- 


ity of Issuing The Review was pre- 
sented to the students, and with that 
as their goal they set out to Btudy 
journalism. 


BY NEWSPAPER MEN. 
\ 


A definition of "journalism" 
and 


"news" was the first problem E. T. 
Coleman. special reporter of The Re- 
view, who happened to be 
in 
the 


school at the time, was asked to help 
them out. 
This Incident suggested 


asking the newspaper men of the city 
to come and talk to them about the 
different phases of the business. 


While the class was studying the 


news article, the first subject under- 
taken, H. C, Schaub, editor of The 


Review, Otto R. Kyle, city editor of 
The Review, and W. P. Hardy, editor 
of The Herald, spoke to the 
stu- 


dents. 


THINGS TO DO. 


The students learned from 
these 


men the characteristics of a 
good 


news article. They learned to answer 
tho 
six 
questions 
Who? 
What? 


When' Where? Why? and IIovV ;n 
every article. The students weie told 
to get the facts and all the facts, 
to be accurate and brief, to 
use 


short sentences, and to get names. 
They learned to pick out the load or 
most Impoitant feature of the story 
and to put the important facts In the 
firs! paragraph. 
They were told to 


develop a "nose for news." 


During- the time that the news ar- 


ticle was studied, the students were 
veritable reporters, writing up eVerv 
event of the school. Each talk made 
to'the students was written up as a 
news article. 


GETTING INTERVIEWS. 


In relation to the news article, the 


interview was taken up as a source 
of information 
Mr. Coleman of The 


Review talked to the students on 
that subject, drawing many illustra- 
tions from his own experiences. Mr. 
Kyle, also of The Review, formerly 
manager of the St. Louis office of 
tha Associated Press, gave the 
stu- 


dents »n interesting description of 
that organization. 


Very little time was bpent on tho 


advertising side of newspaper busi- 
ness Mrs. L. W. Klrkpatrick of The 
Herald, who writes tho "Hints 
to 


Week End Shoppers," spoke to 
the 


class. 


The special or feature article was 


taken up next. 
Sam Tucker, of th 


editorial staff of The Herald, told 
the students that a feature article 
should be timely, vivid, brief, accu 
rate, and In concrete terms

student then wrote a special article 
on a subject of his own choice.

A new experiment is being tried tn 


our grade schools. 
Nutrition classes 


have been Introduced and are being 
cond-ucted by the Mothers' clubs. 


There are^many children

This 
does not mean that they do not have 
enough to eat, for many come from 
homes where there is plenty. 
The 


question is whether it is the right 
kind of food. 
Tt.a object of these

The disease Is scientifically 
known as Osteomejelitls

room. 
WANT DIFFERENT ATMOSPHERE. 


Then there are those who have 


time but do not eat there. It Is, I 
think because the lunch loom Is 1n 
the high school building.

dents feel when the noon hour comes 
that they want to get away from the 
routine and jurisdiction of the school. 
Even though the lunch room may not 
be 1n euch close connection wltJh the 
school the s»m« atmosphere Is pres- 
ent because It Is in the same build- 
ing. 


SHOULD BH ELSEWHERE!. 


If it -were possible for the lunch 


room to be several blocks from the 
high school I think it would be more 
profitable because the students are 
not only desliious of leaving tflie

fact that In bad weather It would be

cal director, as well as coach, and

classes per t\eek. Every boy is re- 
quired, for graduation, to ha\ e at 
least one semester of physical train- 
ing, which is the minimum required 
by state law. Besides 
having this 


opportunity 
for physical 
training, 


any pupil inay try out for athletic 
teams- football, basketball, track and 
baseball. To be eligible for any team, 
a boy must be passing fifteen hours 
of school work.

Early Inhabitants of Macon County 


Kic^apoo Indians Followed by Bee Hunter and Trapper, 


Then First Settlers.

Tha Klckapoo 
Indians were the 


first inhabitants of Macon county. 
There were but a fe\v here, though, 
because of extermination by disease 
and war when settlements were be- 
g-im by white men. 


FIRST WHITE MEN. 


TI e first white people to settle in 


Mncon county were the Lorton broth- 
ers, who came from St. Joe. Mieh. 
They came in 1S16 ami built a log 
cabn on the banks of the Sangamon 
rher about twelve miles northeast 
of the place 
where 
Decatur 
now 


stand's 
They came for the purpose 


of trading the white men's commod- 
ities for the fnr s of tho Indians 
Their trading post was located on the 
river north of Oakloy, and a quarter 
of a mile east of the iron bridge. 


BHE HI)NTF:R SECOND. 


The second white man to settle in 


this county was William Dowtvng. 
from Vandalia, In is:o 
He M H S a bee 


hunter and fur trapper. His cabin 
^as about where the Mueller lodKe Is 
now nn the south side of the river, 
lie dirl not stay long. 


PERMANENT SETTLERS 


The first permanent settlement was 


three miles northwest of Decatur. 
about ^here Bvrd Davis' farm is 
now, but near the creek. 
The set- 


tlers ^ err thp Stpvens fatnilv hence 
Ibe crook pets its name. 
This was 


rcnllv tho first settlement because it 
consisted of more than one log cabin. 


LINCOLN CAME. 


In 
1S30, Abraham Lincoln helped 


build a log cabin near the Sangi- 
mon rher, south of Harnstown. 


Another one of the county's early 


settlers was Benjamin Austin, from 
Virginia. He \\as a surveyor. There 
uere many others at about this time, 
1S30, but thev do not stand out as do 
the ones mentioned. 


It Is easily seen that the settle- 


ments were made where there 
was 


plenty of wood and water. 


The people who came here in the 


early days were, in tha main, Irish 
nnd Scotch. 
They 
migrated 
here, 


mostly from 
Kentucky, 
Tennessee 


and Virginia, 
A few 
Dutch 
came 


from New York and Pennsylvania. 


COUNTY LARGER. 


In 1S29 Macon county was much 


larger than it is now. It covered 
what is now Piatt, Dcwitt and half of 
Moultrle counties. 


ORGANIZATION. 


In June, 1829, there was a commis- 


sion appointed by tha state legisla- 


ture "to locate and to lay off a seat 
of justice" for the new county of 
Macon. This land was still owned by 
the Federal 
government but 
was 


bought by three citizens in 1831. The 
boundaries of tho new town were 
Water street on 
the 
east, 
Wood 


street on the south. Churoh street on 
the west, and Prairie street on the 
north. 
In the center of this aroa 


^ as built a log court house. In what 
is now Lincoln Square, farmers left 
their teams and wagons, while they 
attended to their business in town. 


LABOR TROUBLES. 


While the Great Western railroad: 


now the Wabash, was being built in 
1S55, there was much trouble 
1 e- 


tween the workmen. Pirt of them 
were Irish and part weia Germans, 
all fresh from the old country. One 
day there was an argument between 
the t^% o camps, and the fjllowin^ Snt- 
urdav the Irish came to town, got 
drunk, and went back and made 
raid on the Germans. 


In one of the rooms uf the 
fo 


house were stored the guns and am- 
munition of the Macon county nit.n 
who had ser\ed in the M?\ican and 
Indian wars 
A company of twenty- 


five mon of 
the 
town was formed 


They armed themsoUes with these 
old guns and marched upon tbe uork- 
men. arrested 
the 
otfondcis 
and 


brought them to trial, 


LINCOLN'S SPirrrH. 


Abraham Lincoln, when hg V;TS 
a 


young man, worked for a Mr. Shop- 
hord, who lived west of Decatur, One 
day while he was Dlnwmg in The 
field with a yoke of oxnn. he heard 
shouting in the square. 
He jumped 


the rail fence and came to where 
there was a gathering of people In 
the square. 
They were being ad- 


dressed by a man wh > stood In a 
wagon. He was plcusin^ his hearers 
by 
denouncing the "Old Line of 


Whigs," which were his political op- 
ponents. 


Mr. Lincoln had studied some law 


and chose as his party tho Whigs. 


He got up on a tree s'ump in the 


southwest corner of the squire and 
pave his first political s jech. When 
he had finished, he was applauded 
for his pluck and determination. 


FIVE GE\"ER4IS. 


Macon county with a population 


of 13,353, furnished 3,331 men for the 
Union army in the Civil War Five 
of these men were generals—Osle&by, 
Push, Licb, Smith and Moore. No

'Washington, Jan. 27.—The Ameri- 


can Railway association, composed of 
virtually all the leading railroads of 
the country, has adopted a new plan 
to eliminate car shortage In the f u - 
ture. BO far as it can be eliminated. 
In brief, tha plan provides for com- 
mon council with the shippers. The 
loads hope to make the shippers their 
partners in working out transporta- 
tion problems 


To that end, the United States has 


been divided into nine dlst-lcts and 
field forces have beer, placed by tha 
fcssoclatcn In each district. Head- 
quarters have been established for 
the field forces at Chicago, Toledo, 
St Pa'il and Minneapolis, Cincinnati, 
St. Louis, Birmingham and Dallas. 
These headquarter take care of the 
plan in se\en districts. The eighth 
district, comprising New England and 
the Atlantic seaboard as far south as 
t^e Xorth Carolina line, will be t.ik< n 
care of from TVashlngton. So also 
will the ninth district, which com- 
prises V.'a-ihington, Oregon, Califor- 
nia. Idaho, Xevrda and "L'tah.

the work of car service agents en- 
gaged In checking the observanca of 
car service rules and sDeclal Instruc- 


tions, and by a close contact with 
the operating conditions in each ter. 
ritory insure the practical applica- 
tion of such regulations." 


NOW OPERATING. 


The first of the shippers' commlt- 


tes has been appointed and is In op- 
eration at the present time. Its head- 
quarters arc at Minneapolis and its 
personnel consists of about twenty- 
five of the chief grain and other 
shippers of the northwest, A similar 
committee Is being forced for service 
in this city to assist the railroads In 
•woiklnff out their problems in the 
new :ighth district. 


Other committees will be named In 


tho iear future to cover problems in 
the other districts. 


THOROUGHLY ORGANIZED. 


Each district manager Is Instructed 


to acquaint himself thoroughly with 
shipping and traffic conditions in h»J 
field. Assistants have been assigned 
the district managers and, In most 
coses, small forces of field workers 
have been placed under their orders. 
The chief duties of district managers, 
the car service Instructions state, are 
as follows'
